MEXICO MUST YIELD, 


ITS DEMAND. 


Secretary Bayard Believes That the Princi- 
ple Involved is One of the Gravest Im- 
portance—Cutting’s Personal Character 
Not Considered—The Secretary of State 
Determined to Resist the Position Taken 
by Mexico—The Case Too Clear for Equiv- 
ocation. 


BALTIMORE, August 9.—Secretary Bayard, 
speaking to a special correspondent last night 
ofthe Cutting case, said he saw no reason 
why a satisfactory adjustment of the difficulty 
should not be produced. He has been assured 
that such was the desire of the Mexican Gov- 
ernment. Senor Romero, the Mexican Min- 
ister here, said some days ago that his Gov- 
ernment would promptly settle the matter. 
Secretary Bayard seems to think the difficul- 
ties in the way have been created, not 
so much by Mexicans 
friendsin this country, who, in their efforts 
to embarrass the Administration, have sug- 
gested to the Mexican authorities methods of 
opposition which perhaps they would not have 
thought of. Mexico’s attitude in the matter, 
itis claimed, has been greatly strengthened 
by the efforts of Mr. Biaine’s friends to show 
that Mr. Bayard has acted with precipitancy, 
and has been too exacting with Mexico. Mr, 
Bayard himself feels strongly in the matter, 


sidered the principle involvedin the Outting 
affair to be one of the gravest importance and 
one as to which the whole country, without 
reference to party, should be aunfit. The per- 
sonal merits or demerits of Cutting himself 
have nothing to do with the matter. It made 
no difference whether he was an angelof dark- 
ness or of light, but it did make the greatest 
difference to the American people whether 
the contention raised by the State Department 
in his case should be maintained or not. Mex- 
‘ico claims in Cutting’s case the right to try 
an American citizen for an offense committed 
in the United States, and Cutting has been ac- 
tually convicted and sentenced for publish 

ing a libelin Texas. Secretary Bayard thinks 
this raises the gravest possible question be- 
tween the two countries, and if Mexico’s 
claim were once conceded, no American trav- 
eling in Mexico would be safe. Mr. Bayard is 
deeply in earnestin his determination to re- 
sist the position taken by Mexico and he ex- 
presses full confidence as to popular approval 


of his course. 
My countrymen,’’ he said, with evident 


feeling, ‘‘will not be deceived by partisan 
misrepresentations. They will recognize the 
gravity of the question involved ana will 
never consent that one of their fellow-citizens 
shall be tried by a foreign power for an offense 
committed in this country. Suppose Cutting 
had stabbed his Mexican rival on Texas soil in- 
stead of merely attacking his reputation, does 
any one pretend that Mexico could have tried 
him for murder? Certainly not.’’ 


THE POSSIBILITY OF WAR. 

The case, Mr. Bayard thinks, is too clear for 
equivocation and he has no idea of retreating 
from the position taken by the department 
weeks ago, when it demanded Cutting’s re- 
lease. The Secretary will not anticipate the 
action of Mexico, buthe evidently seeks for 
full reparation from that country. That the 
local court should have convicted Cutting 
does not necessarily imply that the Mexican 
Government will refuse toset him at liberty 
and goto war. Speaking of this feature of the 
affair, Secretary Bayard said both countries 
were pledged by the treaty of 1848 to exhaust 
every possible means of effecting a peaceful 
settlement of all political questions. Should 
Mexico persist in her present attitude, the 
question would then arise as to what action 
should be taken by this country to enforce ac- 
quiescence in its demands, The rupture of 
diplomatic negotiations would naturally fol- 
low, but in this connection it may be stated 
that the rumored resignation of Minister Jack- 
son has no significance. Secretary Bayard says 
he has received no intimation of Mr. Jackson's 
resignation although it is quite possible he may 
wish to come home. The other question has 
added fuel to the flames on the Mexican bor- 
der—the judicial murder of a Mexican natu- 
ralized to this country, who had been illegally 
extradited by the Texan authorities—is in 


process of settlement und it is 
thought here that the murderer will 
be hung by the Mexican Government. 
In this case the whole responsi- 


bility rests with the Texan authorities, who 
have been so beiligerent over the Cutting 
episode. A systematic attempt, it is claimed, 
is being made to confuse the public mind as to 
the position taken by the State Department not 
only by belittling the importance of the Cut- 
ting affair and making it appear that a ques- 
tion of vital importance affecting the honor 
and dignity of the country is really only an at- 
tempt to protect a disreputable individual 
who richly merits punishment, but also by 
confounding it with the fisheries dispute and 
depicting the State Department as 

BULLYING IN THE ONE CASE 

and trucklingin the other. As a matter of 
fact, the State Department occupied to-day 
more advanced ground in this matter than 
that taken bv Webster, Abbott, Lawrence and 
Edward Everett, all of Massachusetts, over 
thirty years ago, in bringing about the treaty 
of 1354. Under that treaty the Canadians and 
New Englanders had enjoyed reciprocity in 
fishing. Butthe New Englanders becoming 
tired of Canadian competition, shut the Cana- 
dians out of their markets and then thought it 


very odd that the Canadians wouldn’t permit 


them to fish within the three-mile limit. The 
State Department is now endeavoring to ob- 


tain the privileges asked for by the New 


Englanders, and Secretary Bayard 
thinks a fair construction of the 
treaty ot 1818 will give them the 


right to purchase bait, one of the chief points 
in controversy. Notwithstanding the obstacles 
thrown inthe way by Congress, the depart- 
ment is working vigorously to secure this 
concession and with a fair prospect of success, 
although the British Foreign Office is greatly 
hampered bythe rightof Canadato impose 
such restrictions upon American fishermen as 
she may see fit. In both the fisheries and 
Mexican affairs, the State Department has 
acted with great promptness and vigor, and 
Mr. Bayard makes no concealment of his de- 
termination to insist upon full satisfaction in 
the Cutting affair, not so much for Uutting’s 
sake, as because it involves the question 
whether American citizens in Mexico are to 
be protected in their rights. If Mexico gives 
way in this instance, and there can be no 
doubt that the State Department intends to en-

WALLACE HALL’S DEATH. 


FURTHER DETAILS CONCERNING THE DEAD 
MAN’S RELATIONSHIP WITH 
HIS SLAYER. 


Amy Spaulding’s Attempt to Shoot Her Par- 
amour Here—The Revolver With Which 
The Deed Was Done—Hall’s Character— 
Was the Shooting Accident or Murder— 
The Inquest. 


The killing of Wallace W. Hall by his mis- 
tress in Chicago will not be a sensation of a 
day in that city. There are sensational feat- 
ures which a trial of the woman must develop. 
She claims she killed Hall in self-defense. 


His friends are certain it was mur- 
der. Her threats to kill him 
are known to all their intimates. 


They were not confined to asingle fit of anger, 
one outbreak, but stretched over all the time 


of their relationship. Operative Shaw, who 
succeeded the dead detective in charge of this 
district, said this morning: ‘‘Aside from 
women and whisky, Wallace Hall was 
one of grandest men I ever knew. 
He got entangled with this woman, 
thoroughly infatuated with her: she ruined 
and then killed him. She talks about self-de- 
tense. It can be shown by letters that she had 
determined to kill him and a dozen people 
heard her threaten to do so. I say it wasa 
cold blooded murder and the woman ought to 
be punished for it. What did he want to kill 
her for? because she had ruined him? He 
would rather have killed himself. I was with 
him all the. time he was stationed 
here, intimately associated with him. We 
slept together many nights. He never said 
one word against the woman. He knew she 
was dragging him down and made several 
very weak efforts to get away from her, but 
coupled with all those efforts was something 
that said he did not mean to break with her. 
I have heard him say he could end the whole 
trouble by 
JUMPING OFF THE BRIDGE; 

but he couldn’tdothat. He fell in with the 
woman when he had no home or social con- 
nections to keep him above her, and became 
infatuated with her. There were four or five 
big fellows in Chicago after her, 
and he won the race. That is what he 
tried for, and it tickled his vanity. The woman 
was just as infatuated with him, and most 
frightfully jealous. She was afraid he would 
drop her after his position was gone, and 
said if she could not have him no one else 
should. I can tell exactly how that killing oc- 
curred, just as if 1 was there. If it had not 
been for her he would have lived a sober, hon- 
est life. She dragged him down until he lost 
all finer sensibilities and he uctually contem- 

lated setting up for her a free-and-easy 

otel—a kind of furnished room house. 
He inguiries about houses 
in Louis, and cost of furniture. 
That is a thing he would not have considered 
a moment had it not been for all he had lost 
through that woman. It was a terrible dis- 
tance for a man like Hall to fall. 

‘‘Isceinareport of the inquest one of the 
witnesses testified that Hall’s pistol was stolen 
in St. Louis, that he did not take it to Chicago. 
That is notso. I, myself, 8 his pistol in 
his trunk on July 6th, just before he 
went to Chicago. It was a Colt's double-ac- 
tion 44-caliber revolver, nickel plated. He 
seldom carried it and had no other weapon. 
When he knew he was going to a dangerous 
place he would put it in his pocket. He wasn't 
a pistol carrier. Hall was a quiet man, and 
didn’t need a weapon. That 44-caliber gun 
was the only one he owned, and lam pretty 
certain investigation will show he wasn't 
killed with it. If, as the woman 
says, he was trying to kill her, and she turned 
the gun on him he must have bad his own 
pistol in his hands. But if she shot him, as 1 
think she did, it was with her pistol, which 
was probably of smaller calibre. 

It was told in the PostT-DIspaTcH Saturday 
of the quarrel they had when she wanted 
him to go to Chicago. That was the 
night before the Union Depot incident. 
But it did not state that she 
shot athim thatnight. That was at No. 209 
North Eighth street, where they had the sec- 
ond-floor front room. A Mrs. Peyton kept 
the house. They were known as Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams, but Mrs. Leyton knew who 
they were.

ALL ABOUT A SEWER. 


Citizens Fighting the Board of Health— 
Carondelet Jottings. 


The property-owners and tax-payers, about 
twenty in number, residing between Stein 
street and Robert avenue, Michigan avenue 


and Broadway are dancing, are indignant 
on account of Sanitary Inspector Lennon’s 
action in bringing a suit against them in the 
Police Court to compel them to make sewer 
connection to the main sewer. In 1879 the 
city let out a contract to Kane and, Cul- 
linane to build a sewer and 
connecting branches, in streets and alleys in- 
closed by the above-named streets. After 
the sewer was constructed the citizens re- 
fused to pay the contractors for the reason 
that their bill called for $10,000 more than 
they agreed to pay. A suit was 
brought against the citizens in the Circuit 
Court by the contractors for the purpose of 
compelWing the citizens to pay them the sum, 
$23,000. The Court decided in favor of the con- 
tractors. 

An appeal to the Supreme Court was then 
taken by the citizens, which reversed the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court and gave judg- 
ment to the citizens, and declared that 
the tax bills were not a lien on the prop- 
erty. The dispute was finally ped gg A 
and nothing more thought of it until last 
Thursday, when through the action of the 
Board of Health a suit was brought against the 
citizens compelling them to make connec- 
tions with the main sewers. 

It appears that the citizens have been trying 
to make these connections, but Sewer Com- 
missioner McMath refused to grant per- 
mits because the citizens refused 
to pay the old bills which the Supreme Court 
deciared void. The case was calied in the 


Police Court last Thursday, Sanitary In- 
spector Lennon prosecuting. Kline and 
Fisse, attorneys for the defendants, 
demanded a jury, and the case was 


continued over until to-morrow to enable 
them to procure one.

The Elaborate Scheme of Pat Carmody, Gov. 
Crittenden and Others to Secure Recog- 
nition for the Veterans—A Fourth Ward 
Eruption—The Fight Over Kenefick’s 
Place in the Central Committee—Meetings 
of the Democratic and Republican City 
Committees—Gossip.

J. O’Brien are under- 
stood to be the leading spirits. In the State 
ex-Gov. ‘hos. T. Crittenden anda Tr of 
other prominentex-Union soldiers who have 
long been identified with the Democratic 
party, are working industriously to accom- 
plish the organization of their comrades. 


In a conversation with a  Post-DIs- 
PATCH reporter this morning, Mr. Car- 
mody suid: ‘*Yes; the report is true. 


We are endeavoring to form an association for 
political purposes, composed of the Demo- 
crats of this State, who have served in the 
Union army. One of our objects 
is to counteract the impression 
which appears to prevail generally, that the 
Democratic party in Missouri is composed 
entirely of ex-confederates and that the old 
Union soldiers are ail in the ranksof the 
Republicans.

CASE FOR THE CORONER.

The Human Bones and Clothing Found on 
Easton Avenue, 


In the yard, rear of 3888 Easton avenue, a 
policeman sat all last night and to-day keep- 
ing watch overamalodorous box of human 
bones, awaiting the arrival of the Coroner, 
who has not yet taken either official or un- 
official notice of the mystery connected with 
the affair. On last Thursday a week ago, 
Ernest Doepke, a vault cleaner, 
made & contract to clean out a vault 
in the rear of the above number 


for $20. Houses Nos. 3838 and 3840 Easton 
avenue are owned by Joe Masserang, who 
several years ago was a driver on the Citizens’ 
Street Railway line. He came tothis city from 
Illinois where he had lived for several years. 
He had very little money atthe time, but since 


quitting the street car ‘ear | has 
succeeded in accumulating considerable 
money. He now owns the two double houses 


referred to above, as well asalarge double 
brick house in the rear of 3838, and a frame 
structure on the rear of the adjoining lot. A 
large vault on the west line of the eastern lot 
serves for both thefront building where Mas- 
serang keeps his saloon and lives himself and 
the house in the rear of the lot where Anton 
Huber, wife and married daughter live. The 
latter keeps a boarding- house. 
NOTICE HAD BEEN SERVED 
several times on Masserang to clean the vault, 
which was becoming anuisance. Last sum- 
mer the tenants complained and threatened 
to leave the place if it was not remedied. 
Masserang then bought some lime at a place 
on Easton avenue, and threw five buckets. of 
lime into the vault. The same com- 
plaint was made this summer, and 
as the vault has no sewer connections the pro- 
rietor was ordered to have it cleaned. On 
ast Thursday night a week ago work was be- 
zun. Doepke, who took the contract, super- 
ntended the work himself and first cleaned 
the western vault. Hedid not complete the 
work on the vault rear of 3838 Easton 
avenue, however. In Masserang’s saloon 
he said that he had found a pair of shoes. 
This was known, however, as a man named 
Schmidt, N in the neighborhood, was 
present when the 1 was made. The 
work was stopped that night before it was 
completed, and nothing further was said of 
the mattor until last Thursday. 
THE POLICE OF THE FIFTH DISTRICT 

had heard of the reported find and were or- 
dered by Capt. Fruchte to make careful in- 


uiry. On last Wednesday a man living next 
oor discovered a bone in the vault 
and brought it to the surface. Then 
Mr. Huber and his son-in-law took up 
the investigation. Mr. Huber thought 
he discovered the outline of a 


human head and called his son-in-law’s atten- 
tion tothe fact. They agreed to notify Mas- 
serang, who replied: Oh, it’s a doll baby 
head. Huber answered that it was a human 
head. To this Masserang replied: May 
be it was n baby that some 
one threw in there. Huber said it 
was not a child’s head at all, but that of a 
grown man. Masserang made no reply. The 
tact that such a discovery had been made was 
first published in the Posr-Disrarch last 
Thursday afternoon. No further attention 
was paid the report by the authorities 
until yesterday when they again resumed the 
investigation. Agrappling hook was rigged 
up and yesterday a human pelvis, a section 
oF a human backbone, a black hat and 
a pair of pants and a vest were 
brought out. Dr. H. A. Kirchner, 4476 Easton 
avenue, was called in and pronounced the 
bones those of a human being. No furtber in- 
vestigation was made by the police, as the 
stench prevented a closer exami- 
nation of the clothes, which seemed 
to have been brown originally. An officer 
was stationed in the yard yesterday to relieve 


The usual deliberation is shown by this of- 
ficer, who has not yet taken cognizance of the 
case. Officer Collins was on watch all last 
night, and at 6o’clock this morning was re- 
lieved by Officer Bechtold, who is still await- 
ing the arrival of the Coroner 

MRS. MASSERANG, 

a short, coarse woman, sat at one of the tables 
in the saloon this mornin a a refer- 
ence made to her saloon by the police. She 
was dressed in a blue calico, and 
sat in a circle of human i curi- 
osities that had long been preserved 
in alcohol. They consoied her with a re- 
minder thatin this country people could be 
made to pay fortalking. After she was paci- 
fied by this and similar suggestions she wiped 
the tears from her face with the corner 
of her apron. As things lulled in 
the little gathering one of the party 
sang outtoa well-known comicair ‘‘Oh, we 
never drink until we're asked. A sugges- 
tion that neither the PosST-DISPATOCH reporter 
at the counter northe tearfui hostess appro- 
riated, so that their abstinence was not 
roken. Masserang was still in bed but 
on getting up said that he knew nothing about 
the mystery. Doepke had not told him of the 
finding of a pair of shoes, nor had he ordered 
the work of cleaning the vault to be discon- 
tinued. He stated that he had no more knowl- 
edge of the discovery than the neighbors, and 
did not think that the bones were anything 
more than soupbones. 

IT WAS REPORTED 

in the neighborhood that the bones were the 
remuins of aman named August Echens who 
disappeared about nine months ago. 
This, however, was disproved on in- 
vestigation. Tue man went to Webster 
Groves to work at his trade, stonecutting, 
after leaving Easton avenue, and had regently 
been seen in the southern part of the — 
General inquiry was made through the neigh- 
borhood, but no person was reported myste- 
riously missing. 

A second report will be made to the Coroner 
by the police, whoin the meantime will keep 
guard over the bones and clothing. 

Doepke, the contractor, seemed to be 
amused when asked what he knew about the 
discoveries. When asked about the finding of 
some clothes he said: ‘‘Itold a lot of bum 
mers about the saloon about the clothes—said 


Doepke said it had no importance, that the 
vault was nearly cleaned out by the last load.

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

The annual report of Director KENDALL 
of the Mint is of more than passing inter- 
est to the business community as it shows 
that we are still increasing our stock of 
gold in spite of silver coinage and are still 
retaining our full share of both precious 
metals while increasing our production of 
both. 

The report estimates our production of 
gold for the calendar year 1885 at $31,000, - 
000, an increase of $1,000,000, and our pro- 
duction of silver at $51,000,000 (calculated 
at coinage rate in silver dollars), an in- 
crease of $2,800,000. It shows that during 
the same year we drew from abroad $12,- 
228,104 in gold coin and bullion more than 
we exported, and that we exported of sil- 
ver coin and bullion $15,507,824 more than 
we imported, although the balance of 
trade was in our favor on merchandise. 

According to these figures we added to 
our stock of gold all that we produced 
that year and 512,228, 104 more, or a total 
of $41,228,104, while in the same time we 
sent abroad and exchanged for foreign 
merchandise $15,507,824 more of silver 
than we imported, thus adding that much 
less, or a net total of only $35,492,176 to 
our stock of silver. We exported $33, 280,- 
542 of silver during the year and imported 
only $17,772,718. We exported only $11,- 
417,207 of gold during the year and im- 
ported $23,645,811, or more than twice as 
much. 

Thus it appears that our stock of gold is 
increasing much faster than our produc- 
tion of that metal, while our stock of sil- 
ver is notincreasingin proportion to our 
production thereof. In spite of silver 
coinage and GRESHAu's law, the country 
is holding all of its own gold production 
and drawing more from abroad, while it 
is largely exchanging its silver output 
for foreign merchandise,and Director KEN- 
DALL estimates our present stock-of gold 
coin at $533,485,453 against $218,259,761 of 
silver dollars and 875,034,111 of subsidiary 
silver, or a total of 8826, 779,325 in coin. 

The Treasury report of our foreign trade 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, shows a 
balance of $78,008,831 in our favor, of 
which $44,139,177 was in merchandise and 
$33,869,654 in coin and bullion. It is evi- 
dent from these figures that the merchan- 
dise balance in our favor must disappear 
entirely before we cease to export silver 
and begin to export a part of the 
$30,000,000 of gold we now produce. The 
outlook now is favorable to an increase of 
the balancein our favor, and no loss of 
gold that can produce serious financial 
trouble seems to be imminent, no matter 
how possible in the remoter future.

THE OLEO LAW. 

A glance atthe practical provisions of 
the new oleomargarine law leaves an im- 
pression that it can hardly prove so inef- 
fectual as some have predicted. In the 
first place a strict surveillance is provided 
for by compelling manufacturers to pay a 
special license tax of $600. The large 
manufacturers who run their business 
openly because they have nothing to con- 
ceal, can stand this, and it will 
help them to redeem the credit 
ofthe trade because it will drive out of 
the business the hundreds of small con- 
cerns that work in secret in order that 
they may palm off as genuine a bogus 
article of butter containing materials un- 
Hit for food. A special tux of $480 is im- 
posed on wholesaie dealers and another 
of $8 on retail dealers. The licensed 
manufacturers have to give a penal bond 
of $5,000 conditioned that they will 
obey the law which requires them 
to paste a label and notice on every pack- 
age, together with a 2-cent stamp for 
each pound it contains. Fines ranging 
from $50 to $5,000, with imprisonment not 
exceeding two years, are provided for 
violators of the law, and ample provision 
is made for supervision, inspection, 
analysis and the enforcement of the 
penalties. The definition of butter is easy 
and simple and that of the substitute 
with which this law deals includes ‘‘all 
„Substances heretofore known as oleo- 
‘‘margarine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, but- 
‘‘terine, lardine, suine, and neutral; all 
„mixtures and compounds of oleomarga- 
‘‘rine, oleo, oleomargarine oil, butterine, 
‘‘lardine, suine, and neutral; all lard ex- 
„ tracts and tallow extracts; and all mix- 
‘tures and compounds of tallow, beef fat, 
*‘suet, lard, lard oil, vegetable oil, annot- 
to, and other coloring matter, intestinal 
fut, and offal fat made in imitation or 
“semblance of butter, or when 80 
„made calculated or intended to be 
sold as butter or for butter.” Of course 
ifthe dairyman or farmer mixes any of 
the enumerated substances with the but- 
ter he sells, he can be punished for selling it 
in violation of the law if he is caught at it. 
It remains to be seen whether the enforce- 
ment of the law will be such as to discour- 
age the collusion necessary to enable the 
dairyman or farmer to succeed asa pro- 
ducer and seller of adulterated butter.

These 
black ’longshoremen told everybody to keep 
away from the ships, and they were obeyed. 
They told the police to stand back, and there 
was no clubbing.

Shering divides tips into three classes. 
First are those so often given in Europe for 
small services or mere civilities, as, for in- 
stance, for being directed on your way. 
Second come gratuities given in social inter- 
course, as the feeing of servants of your host 
at the end of a stay at his house, or, ‘‘asis 
the custom in certain parts of Germany, I 
merely goto my friend’s dinner party, stay an 
hour ortwo, and depart, after leaving under 
my plate 50 cents or $1, not exactly as the 
price of my dinner, to be pocketed by my 
friend, but as a gratuity for his butler or his 
cook.’’ The third is ‘‘the business tip.“ paid 
to waiters, porters, hackmen and the like. 
The first of these tips is happily almost un- 
known in this country, but the others are 
common here, and are growing more common 
every year, though they are not carried to the 
extreme that prevails in Europe. It is cus- 
tomary with us fora man who has stayed for 
several days as a guest at a house to hand a 
fee to the servant who has waited on him. 
In England such tips are so obligatory, so 
considerable and so numerous that the visitor 
to a country house must carry a well-filled 
purse forthe servants of his host, especially 
if ne be a hunting or a sporting man, but with 
us they are not burdensome. Formerly a 
traveler would find his fees pretty generally 
regarded as insults here, but now they ure the 
rule in all hotels and restaurants, and the man 
who does not give them is a marked individual.

“VAN DERBILT’S YACHT. 


A FLOATING PALACE MADE ESPECIALLY 
FOR THE NEW YORK MILLIONAIRE, 


John L. Sullivan and Frank Hearid Matched 
for Six Rounds—Joe Ellingsworth and 
Fogarty May Fight—Sporting News-—Ball 
Talk. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr TCR. 

WILMINGTON, Del., August 9.—For six 
months hundreds of skilled men at the ship- 
yarde of the Harlan & Hollings worth Company, 
in this city, have been building a pleasure 
yacht that will outrival any craft of its kind in 
existence. William K. Vanderbilt, the pro- 
spective owner of the Alva, now nearing com- 
pletion, came here early last March and left 
his order for this vessel. He said that he 


e most elaborately furnished, the 
— — a the largest pleasure boat that 
ever floated on the waters of the world. And 
the Hollingsworth Company | they have met 
his requirements to the letter. The total length 
of the vessel is 262 feet and its breadth 
is 32 feet. A depth of 21½ feet renders the 
acht serviceable in the heaviest sea. The 
full is built of the finest high-grade steel, cast 
especially for this purpose—the broad plates 
being double-riveted to the frame-work v hich 
is composed of the same waterial. In many 
respects the yacht resembles one of the huge 
trans-Atlantic steamers of the Cunard Line, 
as the principle of her construction differs 
but slightly from a modern ocean 
traveler. The vessel has two decks witha 
small raised deck aft and a forecastie deck on 
the extreme forward end. Selected white 
ine is used inthe decks, while the covering 
boards and bulwarks are composed of teak 
wood, which gives au elastic finish to the 
whole. On the lala or upper 
deck are three small, houses, hand 
somely decorated and finished in polished 
wood. Thefrontorforward deck-house is to 
be used as an observation room, irom the sides 
of which long-range telescopes protrude. Near 
the center of the deck is a gentleman’s library 
and reading-room, which, with the ladies’ sit- 
ting- room just behind, is gorgeously fur- 
nished. The furnishings are of oriental de- 
sien, imported expressly for Mr. Vander- 
bilt. Three Oregon pine masts rise above 
this deck, around which a promenade extends. 
In the center are the bridge and wheel-house. 
A complete system of telegraph connects all 
parts of the vessel. Although the wheel-house 
contains the regulation steering wheel of times 
gone by yet, the rudder is moved by a steam 
apparatus controlied directly by the quarter- 
master. Stepping down a luxurious 
stalr-case on carpets of remarkable softness, 
the visitor reaches the lower deck. In the 
extreme forecastie a large numberof berths 
are located, giving ample accommodation for 
the crew. Directly behind are the oflicers’ 
quarters, inthe center of which isa dining- 
room, surrounded on either side by state- 
rooms. Novessel of the like character has 
ever been fitted with better machinery. The 
steam is generated in ete ~ class steel boil- 
ers, 10 feet long and 17 feet in diameter. 
Four furnaces produce the required heat, al- 
though only one smokestack is necessary. 
Large coal-bunkers, holdiug a month’s sup- 
ply, are stationed in convenient iocations fore 
andaft. Standing in close proximity are four 
water-tight bulk-heads, capable of floating 
two vessels of this size. Should an acci- 
dent render three of these com- 
partments useless, the fourth is 
sufficient to sustain the weight of the vessel 
below the water-line. Chainand cable lock- 
ers are arranged between the bulkheads, thus 
utilizing every foot of extra space. This float - 
ing palace is supplied with an inverted sur- 
face condensing compound * which 
acts directly aopon the shaft of the screw. 
When complete the engine will give 
a stroke of nearly six feet, 
this being necessary, as the diameter 
of the screw measures over thirteen feet. 
Immediately aft of the engine-room is the 
beautiful and gorgoous saloon, with costly 
furnishings. Allthe materials used were se- 
lected from the costliest in the market. In 
the center of the saloon isthe large dining- 
room which may also be used as a drawing or 
reception-room. For _ this room a 
mahogany 1 table, finished in 
antique style, has been ordered. A gobelin 
tapestry will be the floor covering, together 
with Turkish rugs of Oriental style, which will 
lie in convenient parts ofthecabin. Fourteen 
chairs stand in the room. They are of solid 
mahogany, and can be used either asa dining 
or drawing-room chair. Around the walls, 
which are finished in cream and gold, 
a number of costly oll paintings, 
representing ocean scenes, will hang, break- 
ing the monotony of the bare wall. Surround- 
ing the cabin proper are the owner’s and 
ruests’, state-rooms. These are of a modern 
uild as the old-fashioned berths are entirely 
cispensed with, and in their place stand cozy 
and handsome bedsteads. Each of the twelve 
rooms contains hot and cold water, and will 
be lighted by the incandescent system 
of electric light. The kitchen 
arrangements are unusually complete. Mod- 
ern steamer ranges have been procured for 
the department, and speeial pains have been 
taken to make them as thorough as possible. 
On the left of the kitchen is the butler’s pan- 
try. This is also fitted up with all the im- 
provements peculiar to the cook’s art. A 
nursery.and children’s play-house stand just 
aft df the cooking department. This will be 
used rd the owner's chiidren as a place of 
recreation. Patent side-light ventilators keep 
the airon this deck atailtimes pure. It is 
stated that the aggregate cost of the vessel 
will border closely onto $500,000. She will be 
launched the latter part of the present month.

WORKING FOR PARDON, 


THE HOPE WHICH ANIMATES THE BREASTS 
OF THE YOUNGER Boys. 


An Expected Dicker for the Freedom of 
the Missouri Desperadoes—Their Life at 
the Stillwater Penitentiary—How They 
Look, Work and Act—Pets of the Warden 
~Chats With the Bandits—An Interesting 
Description of the Noted Outlaws. 


Special Correspondence of the POST-DISPATCH. 
STILLWATER, Minn., August 8.—I have 
just returned from a visit to the peni- 
tentiary here, which is the Only large 
building in the city and which has an 
added fame because it is the home of 
the once notorious Missouri outlaws, Cole, 
Jim and Bob Younger. I had no desire to 
look upon the physical wrecks of the three 
cut-throats, but went because the only sub- 
ject which is discussed in Minnesota at pres- 
ent by all classes is the pardon of these vil- 
lains. It is rumored, for instance, that $30 , 000 
has been sent into the state, all of which is 
to be used for the object. Ex-Gov. Mar- 
shall of Minnesota, as is well known, has been 
working with this purpose in view for several 
months, but has not yet got further than the 
circulation of petitions. -Ex-Gov. Hub- 
bard’s successor is to be elected inthe fall 
and all Missourians who remember Tom 
Crittenden, willl agree that Governors are 
more humane in the aforesaid period 
of their term. The State 
press is discussing few other subjects 


and is arrayed in a solid phalanx 


against the pardon, The people of Northfield, 
the little town wherethe Youngers tried to 
rob a bank, murdered the cashier, for which 
crime they are now doing life sentences, are 
the only persons in the State who are report- 
ed to favor the pardon of the ‘‘boys.’’ Even 
they, however, addas a condition that Cole, 
Bob and Jim shall be liberated in Northfleld's 
principal square, and about ‘‘subsequent pro- 
ceedings’’ they have little to say. It is almost 
twelve years ago now since the terrible after- 
noon when the Youngers accompanied 
by the James boys, Charlie Pitts, 
and Cal Miller and one other, eight in all, at- 


tempted to rob the bank. But the cashier’s 
aged widow still lives in Northfield, and the 
people have not forgotten the ‘‘boys.’’ The 
raid was unsuccessful. Little booty was ob- 
tained. Of the marauders only the James 
boys escaped, three of the party being killed 
on the retreat from the town and in ambush. 
The Youngers were the only prisoners taken, 
and they escaped hanging by a technicality 
which provided that men-who pleaded guilty 
could not be hanged. This law has since been 
changed, on account of this case, andthe 
Northfield people, itis pretty sure, are only 
waiting to give Cole Younger and histwo 
brothers the benefits of alaw made since their 
incarceration. 

Aslwalked through the one street in the 
town and inquired my wayto the prison the 
inhabitants of Stillwater eyed me with curios- 
ity and wanted to knowif I were going to see 
the ‘‘boys.’’ In fact, Stillwater has few sub- 
jects of conversation save the lumber trade 
andthe Youngers. Few of the people have 
ever seen the brothers since one afternoon 
‘‘eleven years ugo this fall, when the trio 
came in over the ‘‘Omaha’’ route, and were 
driven in acarriage tothe Penitentiary. ‘*They 
were the only ‘Stripers’ we ever see ride in 
hacks, said an old inhabitant. ‘‘All the 
others walk. Lou bet, though, they were 
dandies, with overcoats and stovepipe hats, 
and all that, but they bad slippers on, and you 
could see where their legs were chained to- 
gether. Tell me how they look now when 
you come back, will you?’’ 

At the pen' I applied and was admitted, 
accompanied by Mgr. A. Jacobson, a well- 
known citizen of St. Louis. It will be seen 
from the hack enisodethat the Yourgers made 
a triumphal entry into the town,and they have 
managed to keep themselves in the ascendency 
ever since. One their first requests in the 
prison was that they be given adjoining cells, 
and thatthey be not pointed out to visitors. 
Both@equests were granted by Warden Reed, 
who is still in charge of the prison. This gen- 
tleman is a granger, with big  polit- 
ical backing, and a hobby that prisoners 
are all more sinned againstthan sinning. He 
pursues this idea so far, that the throng of 
visitors, wuo come from all parts, are never 
allowed to see the outlaws, the attendant being 
cautioned not to point them out on pain ot 
instant dismissal. In fact, he Warden isso 
kind to the three exiled Missourians, that it is 
openly said in the prison that a complaint 
from Cole Younger, the speaker of the gang, 
would secure tie discharge of nearly any 

rison attendant, except Will Reed, the 

Varden's son, who is acting as Deputy 
Warden since the death of Abe Hall. 
On my first visit, I had little success. The 
Warden was away, and, although my letters 
were all right, the usher was afraid of the 
‘*old’’ man and would promise nothing. He 
led us first toathree-story shop, where agricul- 
tural machinery was made, and in a small 
room, 20x20 feet, the Youngers work together 
and generally alone. We mounted ona huge 
and shaky elevator, used for carrying half- 
finished work and which was run by a miser- 
able taded-looking old man in stripes, a 
‘‘lifer’’ who had murdered his wifein cold 
blood. As we neared the Youngers’ work- 
shop the usher whispered and the guard 
whispered back, 

„SICK AND IN THE CELLS.’’ 
I thought this applied to one of the Youngers, 
but that was a mistake. We went through 
the building, then into the blacksmith shop 
and the planing-mill, which are all the work 
places, and then into the cell-house, where 
tive tiers of cells are piled one upon another. 
Most of the cells were empty. We passed the 
„black holes’’ or dungeons on the second 
floor,two out of three being closed upon occu- 
pants. I had the third one closed on me fora 
minute, which fully satisfied my curjosity. 
Then as we walked around the tier cf cells 
again and neared the stairs which would take 
us down from the nal landing, the 
usher nudged me. I slightly turned 
and was standing within one foot of the cell 
occupied by Cole Younger, while Bob and 
Jim were locked into the two adjoining ones. 
Cole has No. 64, right at the head of the stairs, 
Jim 63 and Bob the baby, 62. The attend- 
ant walked on without a sign, and of course ! 
followed. My only view at this time was of 
the stout, bull-necked, very fat, red-headed 
and pock-marked man, about middle height, 
grey-eyed, with a big bald pate, dressed in 
prison garb, with his striped cap in one hand, 
gazing out at the bright sky through 
a window opposite his cell. That 
was Cole,’’ the usher said as he recovered his 
breath five minutes later in the open air. On 
another visit I got better acquainted with the 
trio, and as this usher had no reason to be 
frightened, I learned more. Cole is just as 1 
described him above. He has grown so stout 
that his former friends would never know 
him. The prison life has told on him, though, 
— that Jail allor’’ which is peculiar to 
convicts, and which never leaves them, has 
settled on the cut-throat forever. His right 
eye looks queer and seems to trouble him, 
though it is not sightless. Underneath it can 
be seen a slight swelling. 

THIS IS WHERE THE BULLET 
is lodged, which entered under his right ear 
and passed through his head, on that wild 
night when the bandits lay ina clump of wil- 
lows surrounded by sixty pursuers, who raked 
the bushes fore and aft with rifles and shot- 
guns, until Bob Younger stood up to surren- 
der, andw hen asked to throw up both hands, 
explained that he could use only one arm, as 
the other had been shot to pieces in the eseape 
from Northfield some days before. Cole's 
wound annoys him considerably, and he 
„works it for all it is worth to gain 
INN Jim Younger, the worst woun ed, 
still ſs compelled to live on the softer foods. 
A ball tore away all his upper front teeth and 
part of his palate, and Seally 2 in the 
neck near che jugular, where it still is. He has 
other teeth now and shows little sign of his 
terrible wound, but whenever he eats he is 
reminded of Northfield. He is a tall, athletic 
fellow with a simple look in his face, very fat, 
aud altogether reminds one of the yoke! who 
is sometimes seen on St. Louis street corners 
during Fair week. Bob, the baby,“ who 
was about24 years of age when captured, is 
now awaiting his 36th birthday, m 
being nearly and Cole close to 6.

Jim whiles away his lelsure hours in the 
study of medicine. That profession may be 
Jim's idea ot one in which a man may kill 
with impunity, but Jim, who was looking on 
didn’t say so. Bob, according to the same 
story, is 8 rapid strides asa civil en- 
gineer. Cole himself has not yet selected a 
profession which he will honor, and said with 
a sober face, ‘‘its time enough for that.’’ 

They are model prisoners, and as such the 
warden is proud of them, Both times I saw 
them they were resting in their cells, although 
everybody else was at work. They do very 
little labor, in the little room I described, 
where, when they are well, they pass the day 
in making cradles for threshing-machines— 
light work, the easiest in the prison, with 
none of the dust and noise of the planing- 
mill or blacksmith shop. A simple state 
ment that they do not ‘ ‘feel 
well’’ excuses them from duty, and it 
is said they now rarely work more than two 
days in a week, while the other 434 convicts 
are busy nearly every day. On prison holi- 
days, the distinguished trio, by their own re- 
quest, never leave their cells, to avoid mixing 
with the common herd. ag ay 7 have never 
made much trouble, but this is largely due to 
Abe Hall, the Deputy Warden, who died the 
other day, and who was mourned sincerely by 
all the prisoners. Abe was asmall, stocky 
man, about 51 years of age, but a man who 
never weakened. 

THE YOUNGERS SOON FOUND THIS OUT. 

On the day they came here, an obstinate pris- 
oner, who refused to wash, was taken out &nd 
ducked in a barrel of water until he squealed, 
by Hall's orders. A few days after they en- 
tered, an enraged convict, who had stabbed 
another, stood at bay with his knife and 
refused to ‘‘go to hiscell.’’ Hall gave him 
three minutes to consider the matter, at the 
same time mancuvring so that the ball, if it 
missed, would hit nobody else. At the end of 
the time he shot the man. Take him to his cell 
now, said the Deputy Warden, and two con- 
viets carried their companion there dead. 
Soon after a sister of the Youngers came to see 
them. Hall brought Cole, Jim and Bob 
to the chapel to meet her. He 
then walked to the door. ‘‘What!’’ shouted 
Cole, after him. Are you going to leave us 
here alone?“ glancing at his sister, and using 
an air of bravado which seemed to mean, 
‘*You don’t know whatterrors we Youngers 
are we getstarted.’’ ‘‘Yes,’’ said Hall, turn- 
ing, ‘‘lam going to leave you alone, but re- 
member that I know your reputation, and 
whenever you wish to break the rules laid 
down for you you take your lives in your 
hands, allthree of you.’’ The older Younger 
looked Hallinthe eye a minute, understood 
him, and since then he has never madg a 
bluff.’’ Ile is shrewd and cunning, so much 
so that the principal reason given for the boys’ 
release now is that their prison record has been 
‘so good. 

Cole refused to discuss the attempted 
pardon, although he knows all about it 
through the newspapers which he gets regu- 
larly. Neither did he care to hear about 
Missouri, much, and, in fact, he seemed to be 
afraid to talk, having, 5 been warned 
by triends that he must be careful now. This 
is no exception to his rule, however, as 
Deputy Abe Half declared before his death, 
that in all his conversations with the Young- 
ers, running over a period of eleven years, 
during which time he was very intimate with 
them, he never got one admission of the 
slightest importance out of one of them. At 
the sametime Cole will talk to vou by the 
hour, but his talk amounts to little. He once 
was aterrible blowhard, but he has stopped 
all that, and he is now evidently endeavoring 
to make the best record for good behavior 
possible.

They 
are all br ken down, and if they are kept here 
much longer itis probable that if they do get 
out they will move trom the Penitentiary to 
the Poor-house, unless their friends who 
raised the $30,000 mentioned elsewhere will 
support them during their natural lives. It 
would be a pity to take them away from a 
place, however, where they are treated with 
as much distinction as was Mr. Darrett at 
the Marshalsea, and where they are such a 
comfort to the Warden in his and their de- 
clining years.

put into Boston on Saturday, arrived in New 
York yesterday morning, accompanied by his 
son, Dudley H. Winston, and registered 
at the Hoffman House.

and remained secluded in his roomall day. In 
the evening he left for Seabright, N. J., where 
he ny sage to join his wife and children, who 
have been stopping there for several weeks. 
Mr. Winston was not disposed to be inter- 
viewed yesterday, and instructed the hotel 
clerk not to allow any newspaper men to see 
him. To the Post-DIsPATCH reporter who 
saw him we before his departure tor New Jer- 
sey, Mr. Winston said he had found — 
dull in Persia and was very glad to get back to 
America. The Shah he regards asa very fine 
man. ae of the newspaper comments 
on his projected railroad schemes in Persia, 
the ex-Ministersaid: ‘‘The newspapers have 
treated me slanderously and there was not a 
line of truth in any one of the stories in which 
I was made to play the leading part.’’ 

Are you not going to make a public reply?“ 

es, but not now, Iam not yet off my sea 
legs and am not prepared to say anything. In 
fact, Ihave not even read all that has been 
printed about me. I have seen only what my 
friends have clipped from American newspa- 
pers and forwarded. But Jam going to reply, 
and then Iam through forever with the Amer- 
ican press. What Ishall say will be very pre- 
eise and will more than meet alithe cruel in- 
sinuations made against ne.

A Heavy Docket Disposed of at the Second 
District Court.

Carmody 
demanded a pitcher from Mr. Dunn 
to get some beer in but 1 refused and im- 
mediately struck him and walled him names 
and threatened to strike a step-daughter of 
Dunn’s it his requests were not complied 
with. He was fined Slo and costs. Johanna 
Cutwright, charged with disturbing the 
peace and resisting an officer, pleaded 
guilty and was fined $10 in each case. Kate 
Halpin, drunk on the streets, pleaded guilty, 
and was fined $10 and costs. 
Mat Plunkett, Thomas King,Maggie Sayers and 
Ann Walsh ail pleaded guilty to being drunk on 
the streets and were fined Slo and costs. Mary 
Hardy and Kate Haney were fighting on the 
streets in the neighborhood of Carr street and 
Broadway and were fined $10 each. John 
Anderson, colored, raised a disturbance on 
Sixth and Morgan streets and attracted a large 
crowd by his language and behaviorand when 
arrested drew a razor and threatened to 
carve some one.

QUARRELSOME ROUSTABOUTs. 


Three Men Dangerously Wounded ina Fight 
on the Steamer Anderson. 


Wm. Jefferson, Fletcher Coleman, Alois 
Price, and Joe Bell, four roustabouts, had a 
quarrel Saturday night on the steamer P. W. 
Anderson, while it was on its way to this city, 
and Price, Bell and Coleman were all seriously 
stabbed, the two former not being expected to 
live. Therow between them started overa 
game of craps. Price accused Coleman of 
cheating and in the row which followed cut 


him inthe abdomen. The Captain and other 
officers of the boat then interfered, and 
prevented further trouble at that time. Cole- 
man made up his mind to be even, however, 
before the boat landed, and when Price was 
sleeping he crept up behind him with an ax, 
and dealt him a terrific blow between the 
shoulder dlades, inflicting a terrible gash. In 
the excitement which ensued from the attack 
Bell and Jefferson became engaged in a fight 
and Jefferson stabbed Bell in the side, the 
blade ofthe knife breaking off in his body. 
When the boatarrived an ambulance was at 
once sent for and the three men sent tothe 
Dispensary and from thence tothe City Hos- 
pital. Jefferson was sent to jail.

THE STREETS OF EUROPE. 


How They Are Cleaned and Watered—The 
Liverpool Street Kail. 


From the Boston Advertiser. 

One of our practical-minded citizens, 
who bas recently traveled in Europe, has 
many interesting stories to tell of foreign 
lands and peoples, and usually, if not al- 
ways, by way of comparison. He is not 
inappreciative of America’s good things, 
and relates much which is to the foreign- 
ers’ disadvantage; but he bestows praise 
also in many particulars where- 
in he finds a European superiority. 
In some regards he finds America, 
and especially Boston—because that city 
is continually. under his observation—to 
be behind the age, slow, conservative, fos- 
silized and at the same time deluded with 
an idea of its ownhigh attainments. Some 
of these bits of comment and criticism 
brought out iu the desultory way of con- 
versation may be noted. 

Few cities in England or France, none 

of the large cities in Germany, have such 
dirty streets as Boston. Promptness and 
ersistency characterize the street-clean- 
ng operations in the German cities; and 
to the former, quite as much as to the lat- 
ter practice the comfort of the citizens is 
owing. A midday manipulation of street 
dust and garbage is something fa- 
miliar enough to Bostonians, but 
which the German citizen never 
beholds. In Germany when the dawn be- 
gins to glimmer in the Eastern skies the 
street-sweepers are on the alert, and as 
soon as they can see where to begin the 
brooms and sprinklers are set going. The 
watering carts promptly follow, and by 
the time the citizen has breakfasted and 
made his morning adieu to his family the 
streets are vacant of dust wagons, and he 
may walk forth for business or pleasure, 
breathing a pure morning atmosphere, 
enjoying that refreshing sense of coolness 
which streets so treated always supply. 
This work of purification is not in Ger- 
many let out by contract; it is done under 
the direction of officials, and at the mu- 
nicipal expense. There is no politics in 
the administration of the street-sweeping 
department, and an emolument of 
the ‘“‘heelers” and ‘‘strikers’’ of the ward 
caucuses is no part of it. 

A notable advantage which the chief 
European cities have over Boston is the 
method followed in using the streets for 
railway purposes. By this method the 
minimum of obstruction in the use of the 
streets for general purposes is secured. A 
quite different style of rail is laid, one 
that offers advantages both to the rail- 
road company and to the owners of ordi- 
narv wheeled vehicles. The iron is molded 
as a broad flat bar or slab of about six 
inches width and one and one-half inch 
thickness. The upper side is slightly 
crowned or rounded, and midway along it 
is a concave groove of about seven-eighths 
of an inch depth and of seven-eighths or a 
full inch width. This groove takes the 
flange of the car wheel, and the tire or 
broad part of the wheel runs upon the up- 
per surface of the rail. An import- 
ant part of the method is in having the 
rail the full breadth of the upper edge of 
the timber on which it rests. This per- 
mits the paving blocks to be laid close up 
to and, in fact, crowded up against the 
edge of the rail. Instances are not un- 
common in Boston of rails laid upon tim- 
ber wider than the width of the rail. The 
paving blocks on both sides are laid 
against the timber compactly enough, 
but there is still an open space which 
widens by use between the edges of the 
rail and the line of paving blocks on each 
side. 

This construction gives six longitudinal 
crevices in the street to wrench and wear 
the narrow wheel rims of light vehicles. 
The groove or shoulder of each rail gives 
two, and the crack on each side of each 
rail counts four more. Crossing over 
tracks at along angle becomes.therefore,a 
destructive process for lightvehicles. Nor 
is the case much better for heavy vehicles, 
as any one can perceive when one of them, 
bearing tons weight, is, aftera terrific 

riping of the rail, hauled out to one side 

or the convenience of the more jehu-like 
horse-car driver. Which fares worse in 
this encounter of wheel and rail, the dray- 
owner or the railroad oer might be 
difficult to say. When the rail is crossed 
at right angles or nearly by a stone-laden, 
iron-laden, pig-lead-laden or other pon- 
derously weighted vehicle, the railroad 
company undoubtedly suffers worse. 
Each wheel as it strikes first the outer 
edge of the rail, then the precy or 
shoulder of the rail, then the paving 
block edge, and then in like succession in 
crossing the second rail and the third 
and fourth, if there be a double track, 
does it with something like the force of a 
steam hammer. Hence we have frequent 
relaying of tracks, while in Liverpool, 
where more extra heavy teaming is done 
than in any other European city, there 
are street rails which have lain undis- 
turbedin the most thronged thorough- 


fares for a period of ten yearsand are 
still in g condition. he Liverpool 
style of railroad track is adopted gener- 
ally in European cities.

THE PASSAMOQUODDYS. 


Visit of the Governor’s Council to the St. 
Croix Indian Reservation. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

OaLals, Me., August 9.—A committee of the 
Governor’s Council have spent the last two 
days making their annual visit to the St. Croix 
reservation of the Passamoquoddy Indians. 
It is the great event of the year in the tribe, 
but the visit this time was unexpected. Itis 
usual when the annual deputation of State 
officers heaves in sight of PeterDina’s Point, for 


the Indian Governor or a deputy to touch off 
an old cannon that the Passamoquoddys have 
had as a plaything for a long time, but when 
the steamer whistled this time the cannon did 
not return the salute. The trouble was that 


all the gunpowder was locked up in 
the castle of his Excellency, Tomap 
Joe, the Governor of the upper branch 


of the tribe, who was out of town 
on some expedition. The Governor’s absence 
led to several other serious complications. 
The councillors started firstto the chapel, 
where the revised statutes, which are the sole 
basis of government of the Passamoquoddys, 
are posted. They are as follows: 

1. No white man shall be allowed to live in 
the village or to stay there after sunset. 

2. Any man that brings rum into the village 
must be arrested, and unless he declares from 
whom he bought the liquor, he must be de- 
nounced to the mayistrate. 

3. No woman who is separated from her 
husband shall be admitted to the sacraiment, 
or to any place in the church, except the porch 
in summer and the back seat in winter, unless 
by the consent of the Bishop. 

4. Any woman who admits men into her 
house by night shall be treated as a criminal 
and delivered to the courts. 

5. Any woman who is disobedient to her hus- 
band, any common scold or drunkard, shall 
not be permitted to enter the ehurch except 


6. Any man or woman who dies drunk shall 
not receive a Christian burial. 

7. The Town Hall shall not be used unless by 
the permission of the Governor and Council 
established by the Bishop. 

8. The Governor and deacons are charged 
with the execution of the statutes.

New YORK, August 9.—A proud and haughty 
steamboat churned up alongside of Jeweil’s 
wharf in Brooklyn, yesterday afternoon, and 
made fast a hawser to the extreme west end.

For five seconds or so it 
knocked all speeches out of them, then they 
broke out into volley after volley of cheers 
that shook the Sedgwick and rolled up 
against the Palisades, only to roll back in 
ruinbling echoes. When the cheers stopped 
fora few minutes Lightning Compositor W.

BOLD BURGLARY.

Hundreds of Visitors at the Tilden Rest.

Had Mr. Reed 
not been absent from the country he woui4 
have officiated at the funeral service instead of 
the Rev. Dr. Tucker. The outer doors of tpg 
house stood open yesterday for the first time 
since Mr. Tilden’s death. When the fame 
reached Graystone late on Saturday nizht they 
found that the black drapery in the balls au 
drawing-rooms had been taken down, the 
proper hangings restored to their places and 
everything restored to the condition in which 
t had been before Mr. Tilden’s death. Mr. 
Andrew H. Green said to a reporter that noth. 
ing definite had been settled about the reading 
of Mr. Tildea’s will, although it might be read
